W ashington, Dec. " “ T he treasury 
departm ent is still opposed 
to 
the 
passage of the soldiers bonus bill, Sec­ 
retary of the T re asu ry Mellon today 
Informed congress In his annual re ­ 
port. 
Conditions h* said have not changed 
since President H arding w ent before 
the senate and induced it to send the 
bonus bill back to the finance com ­ 
mittee. 
"And the treasury's attitude 
rem ains the same,” Mellon said. 
“Even without any soldier bonus or 
adjusted com pensation, the estim ates 
show that the federal governm ent will 
spend in the fiscal year 1922 and again 
in the fiscal year 1923, about $460,- 
000,000 for relief of veterans of the 
lale w ar.” Mellon said. 
Outstanding in Mellon’a report was 
also Ida clear dissatisfaction with the 
way congress has revised the revenue 
laws. 
In line with P resident H ard ­ 
ing's opinion expressed in his message 
yesterday that the tax bill m ust again 
be revised, Mellon said; 
“T he remedy for Hie situation that 
will result from the present m easures 
lies in: 
“ I. 
A prom pt reduction of the su r­ 
taxes on big incomes fixed by con­ 
gress at a maxim um of 50 per cent to 
a 25 per rent m axim um and an event­ 
ual cut of IO per cent. 
"2. 
A reduction of corporation in­ 
come taxes fixed by congress at 15 
percent. 
"3. 
Reductions of the present rates 
on wealthy estates which range up to 
25 percent. 
, “4. .Substitution of a low ra te gen­ 
era^ 
on g broad* class of articles 
or transactions. As an example,” he 
citee] the present levy on autos and 
tires, but did not outline his plan spec­ 
ifically. 
Mellon, throughout his discussion of 
taxes, claimed that the present high 
taxes are virtually “seizure” by the 
governm ent of individual profits. 
"Does anyone believe that if our pol­ 
icy in the past as respects taxes had 
been for the governm ent to take away 
from successful effort one-third, one- 
half or three-fourthg of the gains re­ 
sulting therefrom , we would have ac­ 
cum ulated the wealth which we now 
possess, or have achieved our present 
position?” Mellon asked. 
"Tho high surtaxes,” he said, “are 
drying up incentive. 
T here 
Is 
not 
much incentive for men to take risks 
in any line of industry when all risks 
m ust be born by the individual and 
if ultim ately success comes, a large 
part of the gain is taken away by the 
governm ent in taxes.”

AD VALOREM LEVY WAIVED 


EtlR WINTER—REJECTED 


Minneapolis, Dec. 7—A request has 
been placed before the Minnesota Tax 
commission by Earl D unner and VV. 
P. Chinn, prom inent mining men of 
the iron range, to have the state ad 
valorem tax on stock piling of Iron 
ore waived for the winter. 
The waiv­ 
ing of thig tax, it is urged, would 
make it possible for the mining eom- 
janie* to continue iron mining through 
the winter months in some of the un­ 
derground mines of the iron ranges. 
Mr. D unner is superintendent for the 
M. A. H anna interests. 
J. O. Armson, member of the State 
Tax commission, has notified the min­ 
ing men that the exemption requested 
would not be possible because the 
statutes compel the levying of such 
payments. 
The tax is from about 8 to 
l l cent* a ton, depending on the kind 
of ore. 
Mr. Armson. however, stated 
that the tax commission will take into 
consideration the low prices of ore in 
the fixing of v a lu a tin g next May and 
also, aq far as possible, give the m in­ 
ing com panies credit for doing any 
work possible to relieve the unemploy­ 
m ent situation. 
Mr. Cbinn, who is superintendent 
of the Pickunds Mather company, op­ 
erating principally near Eveleth, Gil­ 
bert, Elba and other eastern Mesabi 
range points, said that the Independ­ 
ent concerns are anxious to continue 
work of stock-piling ore during the 
winter, thereby giving employment to 
workmen and keeping their working 
organizations together. 
It was pointed out that the inde­

/eats while its income had not been 
increased but one eighth of a mill in 
he last eigitt years, leaving ihe li- 
n a r y largely un.iM*’ to meet The In­ 
creased demand up o it for service 
Nevertheless, we have somewhat of a 
siievanee against, the t N o r . for *he 
news that salaries had been boosted, 
and that the lib ra ria n ’s salary was 
placed at $100 a month. 
I am of the 
•pinion that the council had no n o ­ 
tion of Axing librarian salaries, be- 
•ause the city ch arter placed that in 
’he hands of the Library Board. 
I ani satisfied that no member of 
• he Library Board ever had 
it 
in 
Hind to make the salary of the 11- 
braiian any u h n g like $100 a month. 
Then it should be remembered thai 
the present librarian 
worked 
two 
/e a ts at a salary of $20 a month, a 
sum less than kitchen maids get for 
’heir work, and they don’t get any 
foo much 
Again the library is growing se 
uipidly that the basement of the li­ 
brary as other public libraries are 
for the Junior departm ent and that 
will mean that $100 a month will 
have to pay two salaries, llbrar'att 
md that of an assistant. 
This increase in income will enable 
the Library Board to conduct the 11- 
’)!ary as other publl libraries are 
conducted, open every afternoon and 
eveiy evening in the week except per­ 
haps Sundays, instead of three after­ 
noons and two evenings a week as in 
the past two or three 
years.

Carl 


Zapffe. Range Men and Other's 
on Re-Pistrfcting 


ACTION DEFERRED TO JANUARY 


At the January Meeting Expected to 
Solve the Question Which is 
Agitating County 


At the county commissioners meet­ 
ing Carl Zapffe presented the report 
which the committee on re-districting 
had submitted to the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, and the various plans were 
discussed 
in 
detail. 
No particular 
plan was endorsed, but the points em­ 
phasized were that Brainerd should 
have no more than two commissioners, 
the mining industry should have one 
commissioner, and 
the 
agricultural 
districts should have two commission­ 
ers. and that the villages of Cuyuna. 
Crosby and Ironton should he one dis­ 
trict and not divided among several 
districts. 
H. I. Pearl and Wilbur Van Kvera 
of Crosby spoke for the Crosby Com­ 
mercial club. 
Both stated the Crosby 
club did not insist on the adoption of 
the plan they had originally proposed, 
and they saw no reason why the Cros­ 
by club should not endorse the report 
presented by the Brainerd chih, ex­ 
cept that they did not consider it ad­ 
visable for the commissioners to let 
down the bars en the matter of pop­ 
ulation in the different districts aud 
instead should adhere as near as pos­ 
sible to the one-fifth ratio. 
Mr. Craig of Outing said that his 
community would be best served if 
the township of Irondale were in the 
same district that contained I’equot 
and Outing. 
The commissioners announced the 
matter will lay* on the table to the 
next regular meeting 
of the board, 
January 3, 1922, anil in the meantime 
the various plans presented will be 
studied.
